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Summary: Although Makino (1926) published 
Sasa hisauchii as a new combination for 
Pseudosasa hisauchii (Three PI. New Jap., 1925), 
the relevant literature was never published. The 
earliest name for this species is Sasa hisauchii 
Makino (1926), and Pseudosasa hisauchii 
(Makino) Makino (1928), Sasaella hisauchii 
(Makino) Makino (1929), Arundinaria hisauchii 
(Makino) Nakai (1934), and Nipponobambusa 
hisauchii (Makino) Muroi (1961), are all regarded 
to be based on Sasa hisauchii.

Leaves about 2 to 5 towards the apex of slender branchlets, 
palmately arranged, lanceolate or narrowly lanceolate, attenuatedly acuminate 
with a very sharp point, rounded-obtuse or acute at the base, very shortly 
petiolate, 7-26 cm. long, cm. wide, chartaceo-coriaceous, glabrous, green 
above, glabrous beneath, ascendingly spinuloso-ciliated on one side and thinly 
spinuloso-scabrous on the other side, sometimes narrowly decay on margin in
